IS LOWER HERE 
REPORT SHOWS 


Rates charged at the Warner hos­ 
pital are the lowest among a group 
of nine similar institutions in Class 
IT hospitals approved by the Amer­ 
ican College of Surgeons, according 
to the yearly service report of the 
Blue Cross 
The report covers all in-patient 
haspltal bills paid by the Blue Cross 
from November I, 1947, to October 
31, 1948 Twenty-four hour accident 
cases are not included 
During this period. 204 patients 
were cared for at the Warner hos­ 
pital under the Blue Cross plan 
Total actual days of care was 1,235 
and the average stay was 61 days. 
Amount paid the hospital was 612,- 
544.97. The average cost per day was 
610.16, and the average cost per case 
was 661 49. 
In only one other hospital of the 
nine for which fUmres are quoted by 
the Blue Cross, was the cost per day 
lower The hospital was not named 
but the report shows its average 
cost per day for the November I,

Pittsburgh, Dec. 22 </P)—'Westing­ 
house 
scientists today rested * 
feather against a steel bar—and 
then measured how much the bar 
was twisted.

degrees cooler in sum m er. Realtors 
; report th a t insulated 
houses sell 
1 more quickly and at better prices 
than those not insulated. 
Extensive postwar improvem ents 
I in oil and coal burners have made 
it possible for owners of old houses 
to provide additional selling points 
1 by installing new heating equip­ 
m ent before listing their houses for 
sale. 
Modernized 
kitchens and bath­ 
rooms usually will return consid­ 
erably more th an their cost when

P u ttin g the pieces together, the 
story goes like this; 
C ondon, now 46 years old, worked 
on the atom ic bomb during th e war 
In 1946 President T rum an m ade him 
director of the U, 8 
B ureau of 
S tandards. 
T h a t bureau, which does scientific 
work for the governm ent, is p art of 
th e Com merce D epartm ent. Condon's 
boss is the Secretary of Com m erce. 
In 1947 the FB I checked on C on­ 
don. talking w ith m ore th a n 300 
people to find out w hether he was 
loyal and trustw orthy. 
J. Edgar Hoover. FB I boss, sent 
a report on Condon to W Avereil 
H arrim an, then S ecretary of Com ­ 
m erce. The report, of course, w’as 
confidential. 
H oovers letter said a num ber of 
things, but these two in p articular: 
1. Condon had been in contact 
w ith a person alleged to have been 
a R ussian spy. 
2. But there was no evidence C on­ 
don h ad been disloyal in associat­ 
ing w ith th a t individual.
